"An agent of a shoestring 


bought me in Greece for $26. He did 
not hire me nor rent my service* H« 
bought tne of my parents outright. 
The agent brought me to America in 
the steerage of a steamer, where I 
wa« herded with fifteen otuer beys 
who were coming to America practic- 
ally as slaves 
American u^tnts buy 


many slaves in Greece." 


This was the statement of a Greek 


boy who for a year blacker &noes in 
a West Madison street shoe Bhfning 
parlor, sajs the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald. He was a slight little fellow, 
with" a white face and black hair and 
63*es 
While learning to speak Eng- 


lish he had learned something of 
American institutions 
He quit the 


syndicate whose slave he had been, 
and recently went to work for wages 
in another shoe-shining place 


' When I was brought to Chicago I 


was put to work shining shoes for a 
syndicate which has shops in almost 
every city in the United States, and 
has many hundred boys working, for 
it." he continued 
Most of these boys 


are slaves 
An agent of the syndicate 


makes yearly trips to 
Greece 
He 


buys many boys of parents who are 
too poor to keep them 
Some of the 


boy* the agent picks up on the street 
and kidnaps out of the countiy These 
kidnapped boy cost nothing 
After 


landing in America they are distrib- 
uted among the shoe-shining shops 
of the company 
The new arrivals 


are pnt at work in small cities for 
the most part 
As a rule they keep 


them a»a> from Chicago. They gex 
'wise' too qttlek here and then run 
away. 


"They are compelled to work the 


first three months for nothing Then 
they are paid at the rate of $50 a 
year 
Very few ever get over $75 a 


year no reat'T how long thej stav in 
service 
These small wages are paid 


out of their tips. Many boys who make 
from $1^0 to $200 a 
day in tips 


must turn the«e extra dimes over to 
the bosses 
They are not permitted 


to keep a cent 
Ont of their tips, too, 


the> are uauallv fed and clothed 
So 


the income of the shoe-shining parlor 
excvpt for the rent is almost clear 
profit 


These little sla\es are not expen 


SIVP to ktvp 
Often all of them sip-ep 


in a room above the shop 
Always 


the\ arp lodetd togethfr m a single 
room in a cheap quartet 
Their food, 


whirh ooobists of ive bread and her- 
ring ib bought in wholesale quantities

learn English or, if they do learn it, 
thev arp afraid to talk it 
Some of 


them are satisfied with their slaverv 
Most of them are not 
But they are 


afram to run 
away

bosses' 


frighten them bj telling them that
